An African Hongkong.
A flattering but far from exaggerated

description of the city of Dakar, a
French colonial capital on tho West Af-

rican shore, supplied by n current Daily
Consular and Trade licimrl, serves to
call uttentioh to ono of thu most In-

teresting of African boom towns, which
in tho midst of present incidental pros-
perity looks forward to becoming an
African Hongkong.

The present claims of Dakar to com-
mercial rank are considerable. Be-

tween Algiers and Capo Town, it is the
only African harbor provided with the
equipment of a, modern xrt and in
addition it has tho only safe harbor
between Gibraltar and the Congo. Be-

hind it railways and steamboats to-

gether insure rapid communication with
Timbuktu atid the great bend of the
Niger, and when lines under construc-
tion are completed it will have nearly
a thousand miles of uninterrupted rail-
way service.

In addition Daknr has already become
a great coaling station for Frein h, Ger-
man and Italian and in patt British
steamers serving tho South American
t ratio. Half wny between western Eu-

rope, and the Bruiiian coast, its stra-
tegic position is unmistakable, and its
superior resources havo enabled it to
supplant the Portuguese Islands as tho
coaliugstalionof South American trade.

But Dakar looks forward to still
greater prosperity when European en-

gineers and finnucior have tarried out
their plans for two great railways. One
of these is to start at the Strait of G-
ibraltar and terminate at Dakar. This,
with a t niin ferry connecting with S nn-is- h

railways- at Algcciras, will give Eu-

rope a mail route to South America by
which the water journey between Paris
antl Valparaiso will bo retimed to fcur
days. The second railroad, tho famous
Traiis-Sahara- n, will cross the disci t
from Oran or Algiers and following the
Niger from Timbuktu unite nil the
French colonies from the.Mtditcrmncnn
to the Atlantic.

It is only a comparatively lew years
since Dakar wnmi native village upon a
beach sheltered by the fortified island of
(SonV; to-da- y it is a city with boule-
vards, electric lights, a modern water
supply and all the cirtiunstamcs of a
European town. It is connected with
Europe by cable and its telegraph lints
reach IjiIso Tchad, while mail sttamcrs
lie alongside its quays and the commerte
of all French West Africa gradually turns
toward its wharfs.

urrrd memorial to the signer of the Declara-
tion. The Fourth day ot July I the great day
In Mr. Stockton's calendar, as It Is In that of our
country. and these catalpas. with the undevlatlng
certainty of the seasons, put on their pure while
bloomlnccostiimrevery Fourthof July. And for
this reason they have been celled, very filly. In
this country Hie "Independence Tree."

After Mr. Stockton's death. In I'll, bl
widow wrote a wrlea of anniversary poems
to his memory. One of these la quoted by
Hageman. and seem Interesting, If nut by
virtue ot inherent oualltiea ot poesy at
least for Its origin and application:

To the Editor or The Stjn Sir; Ha
Anybody pointed out the malignant
venom of Section 13 of the Stanley bill
to amend the Sherman law?

That section sweeps away the Supreme
Court's decision In tho Standard Oil case.
A "concluaivo presumption is ono which
cannot bo contradicted by evidence, ono
which tho court must not admit evidence
to rebut. The placing upon tho defendant,
of tho burden of proof seems designed to
distract attention; for if he cannot intro-

duce evidence to sustain his burden, that
being prohibited by Section 13, it is not
very Important what ho could prove.
Tho Supremo Court intimated pretty
clearly in the Standard Oil decision that
an attempt to invalidate the "rule of
reason" would be regarded as uncon-stltutiona- l.

If not technically, at least practically
the bill is very nearly a bill of attainder,
or legislative convictjon; indeed, it is
almost a conviction in advance of trial.
